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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' arguments, filed April 11, 2008, have been fully considered and are 
deemed to be persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous 
office actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are 
either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being 
applied to the instant application 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 15 provides for a method, but, since the claim does not set forth any steps 
involved in the method/process, it is unclear what method/process applicant is intending 
to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it merely recites a use without any active, 
positive steps delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 2, 3, 7, 8 and 11-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Kato et al. US Publication No. 2005/004801 1 . 

The applied reference has a common assignee/inventor and assignee with the 
instant application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it 
constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
might be overcome either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention 
disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the inventor of this 
application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing 
under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Kato et al. discloses compositions for external application comprising tocopherol 
animonalyl-carboxylate esters for formula I below wherein Rl and R2 may be the same 
or different and each represents a lower alkyl group or a hydrogen atom, R3 and R4 
each represents a hydrogen atom or a methyl group and R represents a branched or 
linear alkylene group which may have a substituent, provided that Rl and R2 are not a 
hydrogen atom at the same time (page 2, [0027-0028]. 
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Kata et al. iscloses the tocopherol can be a-, B, - v-, and 5 derivatives (page 2, 
{0029]) and are steric isomers therefore d and dl forms are present (page 3, [0030]). 

Kata et al. specifically discloses topical compositions comprising discloses y- 
tocopherol dimethyglycine ester hydrochloride in amounts ranging from .10 - 5.0 (see 
examples 21 , 23, 25, 26, 29, 31 , 33, 34, 37, and 38). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Kato 
et al. US Publication No. 2005/004801 1 . 

The applied reference has a common assignee/inventor with the instant 
application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it 
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constitutes prior art only under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
might be overcome by: (1 ) a showing under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 that any invention disclosed 
but not claimed in the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is 
thus not an invention "by another"; (2) a showing of a date of invention for the claimed 
subject matter of the application which corresponds to subject matter disclosed but not 
claimed in the reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference under 37 
CFR 1 .1 31 ; or (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1 .1 30 stating that the application 
and reference are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in the 
application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer 
in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c). This rejection might also be overcome by showing 
that the reference is disqualified under 35 U.S.C. 103(c) as prior art in a rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a). See MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and § 706.02(l)(2). 

Kato et al. US Publication No. 2005/004801 1 , as applied above. 

Kato et al. does not specifically teach compositions are in the 5 form; however, it 
would have been obvious to picked the 5 form because Kato et al. disclose it is a 
suitable form for the tocopherol of the prior art invention, as disclosed therein.
